" “IRREGULARITIES -A 
DISGRACE." 


In a stormy two-minutes, alloga- 
tlons-of dlagracefu] conduct by the. 
liquidators were made by Dr, Kew 
atan extraordinary general meoting 
of contributors of the Hongkong 
Development Building and Savings 
Society, Ltd (in liquidation), held 
in the City Hall. yesterday after- 
noon. : 
The accunations were subsequent- 
ly withdrawn, though Mr. H. 
Seth, who conducted the nicoting, 
refused to put an amendment to 
two of the special resolutions, and 
the proposer himself eventually 
asked ‘the meeting to vote upon 
them. - 

The procecdings 
by the Hquidators (Mr. J, H. Seth 
and Mr..8. Hampden Roas), for the 
purpose of considering five reaolu- 
tions which provided for the op- 
pointment of a “committee” to as- 
stat the Liquidators to effect com- 
promises with a view to expediting 
the Liquidation. 


Purpose of Mecting. 


Mr. Seth, in putting them befors 
the meeting, solid: 

Gentlemen: There being a 
quorum present, and It being paat 
the time for which this meeting 
was called, I will read the notice 
convening the meeting. 

I think most of you present know 
that this meeting has been con- 


vened for the purpose of assisting |’ ' 


the Liquidators to effect compro- 
mises with a view to expediting the 
Liquidation.

The Committee which will be ap-

I do not wish to take up your 
time any longer and will now pro- 
pore the resolutions separately, 
and shall be glad if some contri- 
butory will kindly second them. 


First Resolution, 


The first resolution proposed by 
Mr. Seth, and seconded by Mr. C. 8, 
Rosaelet and carried, rons: 

That three members of ‘Qhe Com- 
pany (hereinafter called “the Com- 
mittee") being contributorics | of 
the said: Company, be forthwith 
appointed by this mecting to act as 
an advisory committce to the 
Liquidators with a view of in- 
vestigating fully into the affairs of 
the Company from the date of ita

“The sens 
rose to. ‘great heights, sweeping 
over the ship, time and time again, 
They carried overboard every- 
thing not Inshed down. One 
could hardly move about on deck. 
About 4 o'clock in the morning it 
commenced to rain very heavily, 
so hard you could not see cven 
u few enables’ lengths from the 
vessel. 


Terrible Storm. 


“None of the members of the 
crew slept. We all crouched in 
what protected alleyway or hole we 
could find, None of us, although 
many had gone to fen for many 
years, ever agw such wives,, such 
terrible wind that you could not 
atand up against. - 

“It was almost impossible to 
feed the furnaces #0 greatly did 
the ship jump and roll with the 
waves. But ‘both the foreign en- 
gineers and firemen remained be- 
low at their wark, never stopping 
for one moment as they knew 
steam must be kept up. 

“Most of the deck officers, I 
think, were on the bridge,” the 
men continued through the inter- 
preter. “It seemed to us the 
typhoon would never cease when 

suddenly, about 7 in the morning 
we struck. some sunken rocks, 
More huge waves swept over un. 
The after Iifebonts were smashed 
to pieces and carried away, Doors 
were stove in. The mid-ahip life 
boats were apparently badly dams 
ayed at the same time, 


Lifebonts Smashed 


“For a few minutés—-anyway, it 
seemed: very long—-the ship was 
battered and swept asshe hungon 
the rocks. ‘Then dven more terrible 
waves hit against us and — the 
force of them carried us, smashing 
and crashing, over the ledge into 
deep water again, 

“The captain immediately order- 
ed both anchors to be dropped. 
This was done and life jackets 
served out to each member of the 
crew, Then efforts were mnde to 
launch the life boats but most of 
them were cither gone, washed 
away, or badly smashed. So 
far we rede the aenas all right 
and it seemed as if we might sur- 
vive the storm. 


Sudden’ Sinkirig. 


“Then, it must have been about 
8 v’clock, one hour after we first 
struck) the Kowongaang suddenly 
shook all over and dived towards 
the bottom, bow first. It happened 
so quickly no man had a chance to 
do anything.

If that is correct, 
three of these (the Prime Minis- 
ter, the Chancellor of, the Exche- 
quer, and. the Seer®tary for ‘the 
Dominions and Colonies) will be 
found in the Cabinet, with two 
others (the Attorney General and 
the Solicitor General) holding 
ministerial: posts, and one solitary 
M: P. (the Premier's son) among 
the back bencherst In the House 
of. Lords, Labour will. be repre- 
sented. by twa Labourites, the 
Lord Chancellor ind the Minister 
for Air, , 

When the position is thus 
analysed, it becomes obvious that 
the National Government is .cn- 
tircly different: in political com- 
plexion from what was anticipa- 
ted when it was created.

The High Cost of Lifigation. 


“There js some truth in the view 
that English judicial procedure. .. 
has become an expensive, luxury 
beyond the means of the majority 
of the people,” says the General 
Council of the Bar in a Report to 
the Lord Chancellor. In_ other 
words, the law is the same for’ both 
rich and poor, but ‘available only 
to the wealthy! That is in Britain, 
By a coincidence, the John Hopkiar 
Institute of Law has also issued a 
report, reverling conditions perhaps 
even more serious in the United 
States. Averages obtained from 
527 civil cases in New .York show 
that abokt-70 cents of every dollar 
awurded in judgments goes .o meet 
the expense of litigation. If the 
same careful survey of the position 
in Hongkong were made, it would 
probably be found that the Colony 
is nearly as badly off .as New York. 
Cases sometimes take months. be- 
Tore they reach the trial court. The 
cost of litigation is such that 
the majority of litigants would, if 
they knew, acek a hasty compromise 
at the outset.. What Is the re- 
medy? There seems: Jittle hope 
that the British or American Bar 
Associations will themselves take 
effective steps to reduce the ex- 
pense of Hitlgation. Though they

DEATH OF SIR T. 
“BALL CAINE. 


FAMOUS MANXMAN 
NOVELIST. 


RESEMBLANCE TO 
- SHAKESPEARE. » 


London, Aug .31.. 

Sir Hall Caine, the famous 
Manx novelist, who has becn 
ill for some time, died shortly 
before midnight in London. 

He was seventy-cight yeurs 
of age, born at Runcorn, 
Cheshire, in May, 1853. His 
father was 2) Manxman, He 
was educated in Liverpool and 
the Isle of Man, one of his 
teachers being the father of Mr. 
Loyd George, und was brough! 
vp as a Unitarian. 

At the itge of fourtéen he wee 
apprenticed tu an architect, and 
voom begun te wrile for the papers 
of his profession, which, howrver, 
he never practised, He did) not 
find- the work congenial, went te: 
live in the Isle of Man and took 
up Jecturing and teaching.

“Three hours of indecision by a 
would-be suicide brought utbout 
two separate incidents on the 
harbour yesterday. . A 

At 9,10'in the evening, the cry 
of “Man overboard!" was raised 
on the Yaumat{ ‘ferry launch Man 
Jai, following the discovery that 
aman travelling third class, had 
thrown himself into the water.

Argentina. “If a‘native wishes to - 
emphasise the seriousness of. pro- 
mise or an engagement, he says, 
‘Palabra de, Ingles’ (‘The word of 
an Englishman’); if he really in- 
tends to appear at the time agreed 
upon, he says, ‘Ifora Inglesa’ 
(‘Iinglish Time’)." . 

Mr. Shurz continues by declaring 
that, due to the excessive conser- 
vatism of their business snd in- 
dustrial methods, the British have 
failed to take‘advantage of improve- 
ments in manufacturing and com- 
mercial practice -which their Am- 
erican rivals haye utilised so ¢ffec- 
tively.

AS DEFENDANT. |

Yuet On was before Mr. Williams 
at the Central Police Court yester- 
day when a summons was brought 
against the officer. 

Mr. M. K. Lo appeared for the 
Peete pt Sze To-kwan, while] s 
Mr. G. K. Hall Brutton represented {t 
the Revenue Officer. 

Mr. RR. R. Todd (Assistant 
Superintendent of Imports and 
Exports) watched the proceedings 
on behalf of his Department. 

Detailing the facts.of tho cnse to 
the Court, Mr. Lo anid that soon 
after’ the arrival.of the s.6. Yuet 
On from Kongmoon on the night of 
August 6, whilst the complainant 
was standing near n stafrease in 
the compradore’s department, the 
defendant, after washing his hands 
in a tub, wiped them on the com- 
pininant’s cheat. The complainant 
told him not to play and the de- 
fendant seemed to get annoyed. 
He seized the complainant's purse 
attnched to hia belt and he wanted 
to search the man's person. 

Further Blows. 

The complainant requested that 
the search be made in a_ brighter 
place as he had some money in his 
purac. He was then led down the 
staircase to the steerage, through 
another entrance and then up to the 
wharf. Whilst on the wharf tho 
defendant gave the complainant a 
blow with the end of an electric 
terch which he was carrying. The 
complainant told him not to strike 
him, as It hurt, to which the de- 
fendunt replied that the’ com 
plainant was big cnough and could 
stand eight or ten blows. The com- 
plainant was again struck, 

On leaving the wharf the defen- 
dant struck the complainant ance 
mere, Sze To-kwan then blowing a 
police whistle. He was again 
struck tivo or three times, after 
which the defendant ased to 
strike him. The complainant was 
taken to the Tung On Wharf to see 
the European Revenue Officer but 
when they arrived the officer was 
not there, After waiting for about. 
five minutes he arrived and the de- 
fendant and the officer spoke to 
each other in English. the com- 
plainant not understanding what 
was suid. 

Begging for Mercy. 
__ The defendant then took the com- 
plainant to the Imports and Ex- 
ports Office. While on the way to 
the office the prosecution alleged 
that, near’ the Hongkong, Canton 
and Macao 
‘wharf, the defendant struck — the 
compluinant, who again asked not 
to be struck. " 

On arrival at the office the com- 
plainuant was not allowed to sit 
down’ but was made to squat: While 
alone In the office the defendant 
took down a truncheon from the 
wall and said. he would beat the 
complainant to death. The 
plainant begged the dofendant for 
mercy and was struck twice, Be- 
tween the first and second blows 1 
man enlled Chau Siu-ki, . a ticket 
sellor“on board the #.a: Yuet On, 
Was seen by the complainant stand- 
ing outside the Imports and Ex- 
ports Office, but after the: com- 
plainant had received the two blows 
the defendant closed the door and 
replnced the truncheon on the wall.

The Secretary for Chinese Affates 
sent the complainant to Mr, J. D. 
Loyd (Superintendent’ of Imports 
and Exports) who directed him to 
see an Assistant, whom Mr, Lo took 
to be Mr. ‘Todd. 

After relating his story: from the 
witness-box, the complainant was 
cross-examined by Mr. Hall 
Brutton, who asked what motive he 
could ascribe for the alleged  as- 
sault. Witness replied that the 
Chinese Revenue officer might have 
resented being “ticked off” regard- 
ing hia “playfulness”. “He might 
alxo have been bribed ' to attack me,” 
added witness, giving another pos- 
sible motive. 

In. a series of questions, Mr. 
Brutton disclosed his defence, 
which was that upon being told to 
atand aside for the purposes of a 
senrch the complainant disregarded 
the Injunction and there was a 
struggle in which the complainant 
broke his belt. 

Mr. Brutton:—You called him 
“Sze yan molokwai” (Indian devil's 
corpse) did you nat? 

Witness repudiated this sugges- 
tion. He denied having fallen on 
the-gangway while being taken as- 
hore and that ft was the Chinese 
R. 0. who had had recourse to a 
police whistle. 

The case was adjourned until 
Monday.
